MAINE ELECTION. 


POBTL.ASD, Sept. 12th.—The biennial

pated in a republican victory, but when 
compared with 1894 the usual heavy 
plurality for the candidates of that par- 
ty was greatly reduced. Belarus re 
ceived up tr> midnight from 101 
ont of 450 give Powers, republican, 
395; Lord, democrat, 19.2:57. The- same 
towns in 1894 gave Cleaves, republican, 
42,187; Johnson, 
democrat, 
19,852. 


These, figures indicate thai Powers' 
plurality will be about 26,000. The re 
publican loss is twenty-one per com 
\vliile the democratic loss is only sii 
per cent. The lower branch of the 
legislature will probably stand llj.'i re 
publicans to eighteen democrats, a gain 
of twelve for the latter. 
The senate 


•will, however, remain unchanged, be- 
ing as in former years solidly republi- 
cm. 
All four republican congressmen 


are elected, but Speaker lieed's rmijor 
ity is reduced.
